New harvest of gifts for diplomatic reception rooms 
Objets d’art plus nearly $3 million in cash are received 





MUSEUM-QUALITY portrait of 


Thomas Jefferson, by American artist 
Charles Willson Peale—a gift to the Depart- 
ment—was unveiled by Secretary Shultz at 
a gala evening reception in the Benjamin 
Franklin State Dining Room on March 18. 
Mr. Shultz announced that the portrait had 
been donated by Mrs. Henry S. McNeil of 
Plymouth Meeting, Pa., in memory of her 
late husband, a pharmaceutical executive 
and member of the Department’s Fine Arts 
Committee from 1969 until his death in 
1983. 

Also announced were cash gifts for the 
diplomatic reception rooms _ totaling 
$2,845,145, including six contributions in 
the $100,000 range. The six came from 
Philip Morris, U.S.A., New York, 
$192,100; R.J. Reynolds Tobacco Co., 
Winston-Salem, N.C., $173,550; a bequest 
of Harlan Miller, $120,000; the John C. 
Whitehead Fund at the New York Com- 
munity Trust (Mr. Whitehead is the deputy 
secretary of state), $105,000; Mr. and Mrs. 
David W. Grainger and Grainger Founda- 
tion, Inc., Chicago, $100,000; and Mr. and 
Mrs. Robert L. McNeil Jr. and the Barra 
Foundation, Philadelphia, $100,000. 

Henry McNeil, whose widow gave the 
Jefferson portrait, held the rank of *‘major 
philanthropist’’ among contributors to the 
Department’s *‘Americana Project’’ for the 
reception rooms. He gave $500,000 to 
launch the remodeling of the Benjamin 
Franklin Room. 


Paintings 

The Jefferson portrait, which art histo- 
rians believe was painted between 1791 and 
1800, depicts the statesman as middle-aged 
with his reddish-brown and gray hair 
brushed back. It is said to be the first like- 
ness of him distributed in prints in 1800. 

The Department also received a paint- 
ing of Robert R. Livingston, the nation’s 
first top foreign affairs official (1781-83), 
which was rendered after the portrait of 
Gilbert Stuart, circa 1790. The gift of the 
National Arts Association of Los Angeles, 
it is on view in the John Quincy Adams 
State Drawing Room. 

Other gift paintings include ‘‘Lake 
George,’ by Horace Wolcott Robbins, 
from the bequest of Lucretia C. Engle of 
Washington; another painting, *‘Mother and 
Children,’ by John Costigan, from Dr. and 
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Mrs. Thornton |. Boileau of Birmingham, 
Mich.; two watercolor drawings, *‘The Buf- 
falo Hunt’’ and *‘Across the Plains—On the 
Warpath,’’ by Charles Marion Russell, 
from Mrs. Francis Orlando Wilcox; and a 
reproduction of a neoclassic frame for the 
portrait of Benjamin Franklin by David 
Martin, in the Benjamin Franklin Room, 
from Mrs. Jean C. Lindsey of Laurel, Miss. 


Gifts of furniture 

Important pieces of furniture that were 
donated included Mr. Jefferson’s brass- 
bound, mahogany lap desk, given by Mr. 
and Mrs. Henry W. Flynt Jr. of Williams- 
town, Mass., in honor of Mr. Flynt’s par- 
ents. The lap desk is on view in the John 
Quincy Adams State Drawing Room. It is 
owned jointly with the Thomas Jefferson 
Memorial Foundation of Monticello, Va. 

Several members of the Fine Arts 
Committee who live in the Chicago area 
gave the Department a valuable Chippen- 
dale carved mahogany table with a marble 
top, made in New York circa 1760-80. The 
donors gave it in honor of Clement E. Con- 
ger, committee chairman since its establish- 
ment in 1961. The donors are Mrs. John H. 
Anderson, John H. Bryan Jr., Mrs. David 
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Oil painting, ‘‘Lake George.”’ 


W. Grainger and Mrs. William Wood-

Kissinger ($500) and several American and 
foreign ambassadors, as well as from active 
and retired State employees. 


Goals are stated 

‘The principal goal of the ‘Americana 
Project’ is to build a permanent collection 
of the finest-quality American period furni- 
ture, paintings and decorative arts of the 
18th and 19th centuries in the reception 
rooms,’” Mr. Conger said. ‘‘One quarter of 
the collection is on loan at the present time. 
The collection of Americana, now the 
fourth or fifth greatest in the country, is val- 
ued at more than $35 million. All this has 
been accomplished without any federally 
appropriated funds.”’ 

The next project, he said, will be 
remodeling the nine-room deputy secre- 
tary’s suite on the seventh floor. Work is 
expected to begin this fall. The Fine Arts 
Committee is seeking $2.5 million for 
architectural improvements. It also plans to 
publish two illustrated brochures, on the art 
and furniture and the antique silver and por- 
celain collections in the rooms. 


How to take a tour 

Employees who wish to take a guided, 
45-minute tour of the rooms may call the 
Department’s Tour Reservation Office, 
647-3241. The tours are at 9:30, 10:30 and 
3:30, Monday through Friday. There is usu- 
ally a waiting list; sometimes reservations 
must be made two to four weeks in 
advance.

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Life after Retirement 


Foreign Service secretary has become an ultra-distance walker 
Would you believe 56 miles in one day?

EMEMBER THAT KID in grammar 

school—the last one to be chosen for 
the team? You’re thinking of me, then. 

And high school wasn’t any better. I 
flunked gym in my sophomore year. 

My athletic abilities didn’t improve 
much either, when I entered the Foreign 
Service in 1954. My first assignment was to 
Hong Kong. A group of us from the consu- 
late there would occasionally get together 
for a hike on one of the small islands. Up 
the mountain and down—up and down—a 
lot of hard work. 

My next post, West Berlin, proved to 
be a little easier. Sunday was the day when 
the entire German population went strolling 
through the forest and parks, usually finish- 
ing at a Konditori for a thick slice of apple 
strudel mit schlagsahne. My kind of 
activity. 

In Kabul, my newly-gained athletic 
abilities were put on hold. Seoul was about 
the same, although I do recall on at least 
one occasion walking the mile from my 
apartment to the embassy. I felt like a real 
athlete. 

Then came Paris, and who wouldn’t 
want to walk there? Strolling down the 
Champs-Elysées or the Rue St. Honore past 
the boutiques and to the marvelous restau- 
rants would keep anyone nimble. My next 
move, to Brussels, brought more action in 
the same vein. 

I was looking forward to taking it a lit- 
tle easier when I arrived in Addis Ababa in 
1968. I wasn’t disappointed. The walk to 
the embassy from my house took at least 
two minutes round-trip. 


Turning point 

Then I met Gene, my future husband, 
there. He was teaching in a mission school. 
I knew he was a fervent football fan 
(Detroit Lions). What I didn’t know, until 
after we were married, was that he’d been a 
track and field, football and basketball 
coach—you name it, he coached it. A real 
jock. I also didn’t know that I was to 
become Mrs. Jock! 

Gene and I were posted to Washington 
in 1970. I was assigned to the Bureau of 
International Organization Affairs, and 
Gene went to the Prince George’s County, 
Md., school system as a high school guid- 
ance counselor. That taken care of, Gene

signed us up with the Potomac Valley Sen- 
iors Track and Field Club, and we started a 
running career, avariciously collecting 
T-shirts. Running ultimately took its toll on 
our knees, and we turned to race-walking. 


Then, in December 1981, after 27 
years as a Foreign Service Secretary, | 
retired. Gene continued to work until June 
1983, when we sold our house on Capitol 
Hill. The day he retired, we jumped into

our car and headed west, where we’d 
already staked out a claim on an adobe 
hacienda in Albuquerque, N.M. 


Topping the agenda 

One of our first priorities when we 
arrived there was to find a walking club. 
There wasn’t one, but our queries led us to 
Jesse Castaneda, an ultra-distance walker 
who, in 1982, walked from the United 
Nations Building in New York to Venice 
Beach, Calif. That November, Mr. Cas- 
taneda, Gene and I formed our own club— 
the Walkers and Striders Association. Mr. 
Castaneda soon moved to Taos, N.M., and, 
in the spring, Gene and I established New 
Mexico Race Walkers, Inc., and combined 
the two groups. 

The purpose of our nonprofit organiza- 
tion is to promote race-walking and health- 
and-fitness walking. Our goal is to create an 
awareness for wellness, and to reduce heart 
attacks in New Mexico, by providing walk- 
ing activities throughout the year. The club 
went in four years from less than a dozen 


members to our current membership of 


approximately 300. We meet every Satur- 
day morning, and we have something for 
everyone—race-walking, brisk walking, 
health walking, power-walking and ultra- 
distance walking. On Sunday afternoons, 


we have family walks followed by a pic- 
nic—a very popular event. The walks have 
become shorter and the picnics longer, and 
we’re not blaming the kids! 


Peripatetic retirees 

My favorite kind of walking has been 
the ultra-distance walk, and my first major 
undertaking was a two-day, 62-miler from 
Santa Fe to Albuquerque along a back 
route, the old Turquoise Trail, which is dot- 
ted with ghost towns. I was one of 12 
walkers; we had two support vehicles. 
Afterward, Gene and | traveled to Colum- 
bia, Mo., where we walked 56 miles in one 
day. A few months later, I walked from 
Albuquerque to Santa Fe, this time 76 
miles, with a Catholic Relief Services 
group, to raise money for African famine 
relief, especially Ethiopia (my last overseas 
post). 

My most memorable walk was last 
spring, when I walked with four senior cit- 
izens (55 and over) across New Mexico, 
east to west, from Farwell, Tex., to Lupton, 
Ariz. We did 417 miles on 14 consecutive 
days. It took us through desert, ranchland, 
small villages, ghost towns, mountains, 
Indian reservations, lava fields and red rock 
cliffs. New Mexico came honestly by its 
nickname, ‘‘Land of Enchantment.’’ The 
walk celebrated New Mexico’s 75th anni- 
versary of statehood, and showed other sen- 
ior citizens it’s possible to take on new 
challenges. 


‘Normal’ 

Our normal daily workouts are much 
shorter. We do four to seven miles, five or 
six times a week, unless we’re preparing for 
an ultra-distance walk, and then we throw 
in occasional 10-, 15- or 20-milers. I 
walked 1,577 miles last year. 

About eight times a year, our club has 
timed walking events—S, 10 and 15 kilo- 
meters. While these can be competitive for 
some, most just walk at their own pace. 
These events are very popular; we generally 
have 70 to 100 participants. 

Throughout the year, Gene and I give 
race-walking clinics at corporations, 
schools, city and hospital wellness centers, 
Indian pueblos, senior centers and anywhere 
else we're invited. 

Managing the club took more time than 
we could squeeze into a day. We decided it 
was time to let others direct the club, so we 
could devote more time to our first love— 
giving clinics to help people who need to 
walk for their health, and to promote race- 
walking. We had club elections last fall, 
and now 10 officers have taken over the 
responsibilities that Gene and | had for the 
past four years. As a result we're into some- 
thing new. We’re both interested in sprint 
events, and I plan to give the shot put and 
discus a whirl. My valentine from Gene this 
year was a six-pound shot. 


Inert rocking chairs 

Back in Washington, | was amused 
when a retired neighbor once told me that 
she couldn’t do something with me one eve- 
ning because, she said: ‘*I’m too busy; I’m 
retired, you know.’” Now I know. Gene and 
I have two rocking chairs on our patio, and 
the only thing that moves them is the wind. 

I discovered the joys and benefits of 
walking when I was in my 40s, and track 
and field in my 50s. For your healthy heart 
and all-round good feeling, start an exercise 
program now—whether you're 25 or 55. If 
you get on your feet now, you're likely to 
stay on them after you retire. 

In 1985 Gene wrote and published a 
101-page race-walking and fitness-walking 
manual. So far as I know, it’s the only book 
on walking that has an entire chapter on 
how to start a walking club. If you want to 
start one, you may be interested in buying a 
copy.

The Civil Service’s Ms. Sutton was 
cited for *‘professional skills and ability to 
work under pressure.”’ The Foreign Serv- 
ice’s Ms. Saalfrank was credited with mak- 
ing ‘“‘many contributions to the attainment 
of foreign affairs objectives’’ and with 
‘efficiency, dedication, initiative, adapt- 
ability and negotiating skill.” 


The Sutton nomination 

Ms. Sutton was nominated by Edward 
L. Peck, director, Office of Career Transi- 
tion, who noted that, during a recent reorga- 
nization of his office, ‘the staff doubled, 
the number of clients tripled and the pro- 
gram’s classes, lectures, panel discussions 
and related activities went up fivefold; vol- 
umes of documentation were required, 


including reproduction of mountains of 


materials for distribution.’” In all these 
activities, Mr. Peck said, Ms. Sutton dem- 
onstrated ‘‘exceptional levels of com- 
petence.”” 

He continued: *‘Despite the endless 
pressures from 70 assigned officers, all with 
urgent requirements perceived as affecting 
their futures, she was consistently cour- 
teous, interested, forthcoming, resourceful 
and helpful. ... Recognizing that a success- 
ful job search required word-processing 
abilities that the majority of the participants 
did not possess, Ms. Sutton proposed that 
she be allowed to provide training. She 
designed and then conducted group classes 
which markedly raised the skill levels of the 
officers, and dramatically increased their 
self-confidence.” 

She was also credited with learning the 
operations of the new equipment; establish- 


judgment without qualification .. 


ing *‘productive relations’’ with her supe- 
riors, the participants in the program, and 
the innumerable callers; ‘‘maintaining a 
cheerful attitude’’; and seeking additional 
responsibilities. ‘“‘She has brought an 
entirely new meaning to my understanding 
of what a secretary can contribute to the 
goals of the Department,’’ Mr. Peck wrote. 


The Saalfrank nomination 

**Ms. Saalfrank has had 17-plus years 
of service, at seven overseas posts in all 
five geographic regions and in Wash- 
ington,’’ Ambassador Robert V. Keeley 
wrote. ‘‘She has been secretary to the 
ambassador at four of these posts. She has 
been at Athens for nearly two years. I have 
never encountered anyone who is her equal 
with dictation, in terms of both speed and 
accuracy ... There is no staff aide, no spe- 
cial assistant, no social secretary (there is, 
however, a Foreign Service national pro- 
tocol assistant, whom Ms. Saalfrank super- 
vises). There are none of these because we 
need none; my secretary does it all. 

**The office, and her role in it, always 
come first, without exception. She does not 
need to wait for guidance or instructions, 
but makes decisions on her own, confident 
that she knows what I will decide even 
before I’ve thought about it. Because of the 
above quality, I have come to trust her 
. Ms. 
Saalfrank has exceptionally good relations 
with everyone who deals with the front 
office, both from inside and outside the 
embassy. Ms. Saalfrank is, to my mind, the 
very model and the mold of what a Foreign 
Service secretary ought to be.”’ 

Ms. Saalfrank joined the Foreign Serv- 
ice in 1970. She has held assignments in 
Santo Domingo, Bern, Tehran, in the 
Bureau of Near Eastern and South Asian 
Affairs, in the Office of the Deputy Secre- 
tary, Seoul, Nairobi and Jakarta. She has 
been an executive secretary in Athens since 
1986. 

Ms. Sutton began her Government 
career as a “‘stay-in-school’’ student, work- 
ing part-time. She later joined the U.S. 
Civil Service and worked in three agencies 
of the Department of the Navy. She came to 
State in 1986. She has won several awards, 
including several cash awards, letters of 
commendation and certificates of excellent 
performance. 





News Highlights 


Nuclear risk center opens 
at State on 7th floor 


The Department has established a 
Nuclear Risk Reduction Center on the sev- 
enth floor, as part of the first direct com- 
munications link between the United States 
and the Soviet Union since their hotline 
went into service in 1963. The center, 
which will send messages in English and 
receive them in Russian, and a counterpart 
in the Soviet Union are the fruit of an agree- 
ment signed by Secretary Shultz and Soviet 
Foreign Minister Eduard A. Shevardnadze 
last September. 

H. Allen Holmes, assistant secretary 
for politico-military affairs, is director of 
the center, with David H. Swartz supervis- 
ing day-to-day operations. It’s staffed 24 
hours a day by Russian-speaking Depart- 
ment officers and specially trained com- 
munications technicians. 

The centers’ chief purpose is to reduce 
the risk of nuclear war by providing direct 
high-speed transmission of information and 
notifications required by various U.S.- 
Soviet agreements. It has been assigned a 
key role in implementation of the new inter- 
mediate-range missile treaty, for which it 
will transmit inspection and compliance 
notifications. The encrypted messages will 
be sent on U.S.-made equipment at a rate of 
4.800 bits per second. 

The Department said the centers are 
‘the result of long-standing initiatives by 
the United States to reduce the risk of con- 
flict, particularly nuclear conflict ... which 
might result from accident, misinformation 
or miscalculation.”’ 

It added that the centers ‘‘do not 
replace normal diplomatic channels or the 
hotline, nor are they intended as a crisis- 
management mechanism.’’ 1) 


2 new offices created 
in economics bureau 


In the Bureau of Economic and Busi- 
ness Affairs, the former Office of East-West 
Trade has been reorganized into two 
offices, the Office of East-West Trade and 
Foreign Policy Controls and the Office of 
the Coordinating Committee on Export 
Controls Affairs. Both offices are under the 
direction of Michael E. Zacharia, deputy 
assistant secretary for international trade 
controls, who is responsible for the 
development and implementation of U.S. 
foreign economic policies and objectives 
involving international trade control 
matters.

New language bonus 
for junior officers 


The Board of Examiners for the For- 
eign Service has approved the establishment 
of an expanded bonus system for entering 
junior officers who have proficiency in Rus- 
sian, Arabic, Chinese or Japanese. Under 


this system, the names of candidates who 
claim a 2 or 2+ speaking level (limited 
working proficiency) would be given to the 
Foreign Service Institute’s School of Lan- 
guage Studies. The candidates would then 
be tested by telephone. 

If the candidates attain the 2 or 2+, 
their scores on the Board of Examiners’ reg- 
isters would be increased one point. If the 
candidates show proficiency at the 3 level 
(general working proficiency, with the abil- 
ity to speak the language accurately, effec- 
tively and with a high degree of fluency), 
their scores would be increased by two 
points, as at present. 0) 


Attack in Tegucigalpa 

A crowd of some 1,000 persons 
attacked, burned and looted an embassy 
annex in Tegucigalpa, Honduras, on the 
evening of April 7. Fifteen to 20 vehicles 
were damaged or destroyed. The building, 
housing USIA and AID offices and the con- 
sular section, is across the street from the 
chancery. No embassy employees were 
injured. Five of the rioters were killed. | 


Rocket in Bogota 

The chancery in Bogota was hit by a 
rocket on March 23 at about 8:20 p.m. 
Fired by two men from about 150 feet, the 
missile caused minor damage. There were 
no injuries.

Flashback 


Chutzpah by a visa applicant 


‘She smiled sweetly’

The author, now retired, was a consu- 
lar officer in Scotland, 1962-65. 


T FIRST it seemed a straightforward 
enough case—an immigrant visa 
application for an infant. The child had 
been born two months previously in a 
Glasgow — suburb. 

The application was 

filed by the child’s 

mother—herself a 

permanent resident 

of the United States. 

She had recently 

returned to her native 

Scotland to avail her- 

self of the free medi- 

cal services of the 

British National 

Mr. Grimes Health Service. 
Though this kind of freeloading was par- 
ticularly annoying to the Scots, it was not 
directly relevant to the visa application. In 
retrospect, however, it should have pre- 
pared me for what was to come. 

In examining the documents submitted 
in support of the application, I found no 
assurance that, once in the United States, 
the infant would not become a public charge 
(a disqualifying prospect). When I raised 
this point with the mother, she produced as 
evidence of her financial independence a 
document from the New York City Deg art- 
ment of Welfare indicating that she was the 
recipient of a continuing grant of $275 a 
month for herself and for her two older chil- 
dren—neither of whom she had mentioned 
to me. But she instructed me that I was not 
to concern myself about them. Like herself, 
one was a permanent resident and could 
return to the United States without difficulty 
on her re-entry permit. The other had been 
born in the United States and was an Ameri- 
can citizen. 

But, if she and her children were on 
welfare, how had she managed to raise the 
cash for three trans-Atlantic air fares? A lit- 
tle reluctantly, she confessed that she had 
asked the British consul in New York to 
repatriate the family to Scotland at United 
Kingdom expense. The consul refused, but 
referred her to the U.S. immigration 
authorities, suggesting that she might ask 
them to deport her and her family. For rea- 
sons known only to itself, the Immigration 
and Naturalization Service did, in fact, 


deport the three of them—including the 
child who was the American citizen! The 
agency had not used the term ‘‘deporta- 
tion,’’ rather ‘‘voluntary departure without 
prejudice.’” But, whatever the niceties, the 
U.S. Government had in fact picked up the 
tab for the family’s trip to Scotland. 

What had begun as a seemingly 
straightforward case was rapidly becoming 
more complex. I should have simply 
refused the visa and been done with it. But, 
foolishly, I pursued. Stressing the subjunc- 
tive, | asked how—if a visa were issued— 
could she manage to raise the fare for the 
four to return to the United States? Actu- 
ally, that was something she had been 
meaning to discuss with me. Once the 
infant’s visa was issued, she planned to 
apply for repatriation at U.S. expense! My 
look must have betrayed the outrage I felt. 
Whereupon, she wrinkled her nose a bit and 
said plaintively: ‘‘The baby could ride 
free.” 

To be certain that I hadn’t muddled the 
facts, I reviewed them with her. She had 
immigrated to New York with her husband 
in 1958. Her husband had abandoned her a 
week after their arrival. She applied imme- 
diately for welfare benefits and had, over 


the last six years, been drawing a monthly 
benefit of $275—until her ‘‘voluntary 
departure without prejudice’’ for Scotland. 
And she now wanted me to ‘“‘repatriate’’ the 
same group—plus one—to the United 
States, again at U.S. expense? Well, she 
said, she wouldn’t have put it quite so 
bluntly; but, yes, that was about it. She 
smiled sweetly. 

I would have pushed the whole lot out 
the door had it not been for the little Ameri- 
can citizen involved. Instead, I suggested 
that, if she wished, she might apply for a 
repatriation loan for him—and that she 
could add any other information which she 
considered relevant. That was done. 

With preternatural speed, the Depart- 
ment of State replied to the effect that 
(however improbably) a Senator from New 
York had expressed an interest in the case. I 
was to cease forthwith from harrassing the 
poor woman, issue the necessary visa and 
repatriate the entire family at U.S. Govern- 
ment expense. I did as I was told with no 
further concern for the munificent City of 
New York. @

HE STATE DEPARTMENT has a 

comprehensive system of reporting on 
equal employment opportunity. Reporting 
directives have been issued by Congress, 
the U.S. Equal Employment Opportunity 
Commission and the Secretary of State. 
State’s Office of Equal Employment Oppor- 
tunity and Civil Rights cooperates with all 
requesting authorities and all bureaus or 
offices to ensure compliance with all report- 
ing requirements, and to ensure the proper 
follow-up necessary for maximizing the 
management benefits derived from the 
reporting process. 

The reports are management tools 
designed to aid in surfacing appropriate 
management questions and answers for 
improving the quality of performance of 
every employee and office. Contrary to tra- 
ditional opinion, equal employment oppor- 
tunity is for everyone (including white 
males) and should enhance the quality per- 
formance of any organization by promoting 
‘‘the highest and best use’’ of each

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employee, and by utilizing sound manage- 
ment principles which contribute to high 
morale, a team atmosphere and a quest for 
excellence. 


Questions that arise 

In November 1986, the Secretary initi- 
ated a quarterly equal employment oppor- 
tunity reporting requirement for all bureaus, 
offices and major overseas posts. Each 
manager is to assess equal employment 
opportunity issues within his or her purview 
on a continuous basis. What is the profile of 
the office and the management team? Is 
there a satisfactory mix of males, females, 
minorities and nonminorities in total and at 
the various levels? If not, what is proposed 
and/or recommended? What is being done 
to help new and untenured employees suc- 
ceed? Are there special problems or needs 
for tandems, families or singles? 

These are a few of the specific ques- 
tions considered.

Male spouse says: ‘I don’t have a full-time job any more’ 
And he adds: ‘It’s been good for all of us’ 


ICHARD BUCKLEY is the husband of 

Foreign Service officer Prudence 
Bushnell, who is director of the Executive 
Development Division, School of Profes- 
sional Studies, at the Foreign Service 
Institute. He has accompanied his wife to 
Dakar, Senegal, and to Bombay, India. 

At the institute’s Overseas Briefing 
Center, Mr. Buckley recently compiled a 
four-page questionnaire which was dis- 
tributed to approximately 800 male spouses 
in the five foreign affairs agencies. Last 
October, prior to the worldwide mailing, a 
pilot questionnaire was sent to 20 male 
spouses. The purpose of the questionnaire is 
to develop a current profile of the male 
spouse and to identify their concerns and 
training needs which can be incorporated 
into institute training programs. 

Mr. Buckley was interviewed at the 
Overseas Briefing Center by Jewell Fenzi, 
coordinator of the Foreign Service Family 
Oral History Project. This is the fourth in a 
series of articles based on interviews with 
foreign affairs agency spouses. Caroline 
Farquhar assisted with the transcribing. 

* ok 

Q—One of the things I’m, of course, 
interested in is the questionnaire you sent 
out to the male spouses. But may | begin by 
asking, how do you feel as a male depend- 
ent spouse? 

A—Well, by nature I’m a very positive 
and optimistic person, and I’ve probably 
enjoyed my time affiliated with the Foreign 
Service as much as my wife, who is the 
officer. Probably for a number of reasons. 
For one, I’ve had an opportunity to transfer 
my knowledge and experience in the United 
States to places overseas, such as Africa 
and India. 

Q—My next question: not everyone 
can be a male dependent spouse, can they? I 
don’t mean that facetiously. | mean, it takes 
a certain personality, a certain attitude 
which you seem to have. 

A—Right, I tend to agree with that. 
But when you think of it, not everyone has 
the personality to be a female dependent 
spouse, either. The survey I’m conducting 
will give us a check on our perceptions con- 


cerning male spouses, about what type of 


person is joining his wife in the Foreign 
Service. I think a lot has to do with where 
the spouse is in his own life, what his own 
expectations are over the next few years. 
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In Bombay in 1986, where he was principal 
of the international school, Richard Buckley 


Q—You really had a very dis- 
tinguished career of your own, didn’t you? 
You were in law, and so you filled those 
expectations and came to the male spouse 
role at a later time than some of the others. 
| would think that makes quite a difference, 
and obviously you do, too. You're not com- 
peting with your spouse for career recogni- 
tion and career success. 

A—No, I’m not. And I think we'll 
find through the survey that there are a 
number of other spouses like myself. Some 
of them are former military and Govern- 
ment officials. What they and others are 
looking for is a different type of personal 


fulfillment. I chose to be very supportive of 


my spouse’s career goals. 

Q—lIn other words, you're the support 
system for your wife and you're willing to 
play that role. 

A—Yes, but this may result from our 
personal relationship—she’s been my sup- 
port system in the past, too. And although I 
devote time and energy to this supportive 
role, I’m also interested in applying my 
own experiences when we go to post, to 
make my own contributions. So far it’s 
worked out well. 

Q—May I ask, where do your five 
children fit into this new life, in the picture 
that you’re painting for me here? They're 
too old to go with you. 

A—Yes, they’re all in their 20s, but 
they do visit. I think they’re learning by vis- 
iting us overseas or in Washington that I’m 
not a typical father. I don’t have a full-time

job any more, | don’t have a specific career 
and, most of the time when they interact 
with me, I’m cooking a meal! And since | 
have the time to get involved in their lives, 
too, | can help to mentor them. It’s been 
good for all of us. 

Q—I find that interesting. You really 
have a varied background, and it didn't 
bother you to go away from law into ... 
well, you've been a principal, a CLO (com- 
munity liaison office) coordinator, a train- 
ing consultant, all of these ... | mention 
these just for the tape. Training consultant 
to AID in Dakar; accountant-consultant, 
Dakar embassy; CLO coordinator, Dakar: 
management training consultant, New Delhi 
embassy; consular assistant, Bombay; and 
principal of the American International 
School in Bombay. Marvelous. You've 
always found a job when you've gone to 
post. 

A—That’s right. Before going to 
Dakar, I explored jobs at AID with the Sen- 
egal desk officer. When | got to Dakar, | 
followed up with the AID director and 
eventually was hired. Whereas in India, | 
didn’t prepare at all. I just went there with 
an open mind. 

Q—You seem to have enjoyed your 
role as CLO coordinator. It was an exten- 
sion of the community service which has 
interested you over the years. Of course, the 
CLO has institutionalized what we did as 
volunteers for years and years. | think that’s 
necessary because the Service is so much 
larger. 
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A—lI agree that the CLO is absolutely 


critical to a well-operated, high-morale 
post. With a good advisory committee, the 
CLO can represent the norms and needs of 
the community. In Dakar, fur example, we 
organized a terrific, old-fashioned com- 
munity July 4 celebration, with a lot of sup- 
port from the embassy because the 
ambassador on down realized its importance 
to the community. In fact, we had that cele- 
bration instead of the usual official recep- 
tion. And you’re right, the larger, more 
varied the mission, the more crucial the role 
of the CLO. 

Q—Do you think it’s easier for you as 
a male spouse to be employed abroad, 
because of your professional background 
and your training, than it is for other 
spouses? Or does the mission look for a job 
for you because it makes them nervous to 
have an unemployed male around? Or is it a 
little bit of both? 

A—Both. I think people, especially 
men, feel uncomfortable with an unem- 
ployed male spouse. There’s a need to put 
me in a role. Then they can talk shop. So 


yes, I agree with both of your statements, 
with the caveat that it depends on the spe- 


cific post. I think there’s an unac- 
knowledged favoritism given to male 
spouses. But I’m speaking from my own 
experience. Other men’s experiences with 
finding work will become more clear with 
our survey; we're asking specific questions 
about work. So far, from the data that came 
from the test of the survey, a number of 
male spouses went to post expecting to find 
work but did not. 

Q—Didn’t find work? 

A—No. Or, if they did find work, it 
may’ve been a part-time job for a few 
months only. 

Q—A lot of them who do find work 
must be underemployed. 

A—That’s absolutely correct. There’s 
not that much difference between the status 
of men and women spouses. I predict we'll 
find commonalities in the Association of 
American Foreign Service Women study of 
1983-84, **The Role of the Spouse in the 
Foreign Service,’* and the male spouse sur- 
vey. For one thing, we'll probably find the 
perception that spouses, male or female, 
don’t receive appropriate recognition for 
what they bring to the Foreign Service team 
or to the community. What spouses bring to 
the community, whether utilized or not, is a 
major question that requires serious consid- 
eration. It’s not so much an issue of finan- 
cial payment as the recognition for what the 
person is contributing to the stability of the 
overseas **family’* and to the ongoing spirit

of the community. This recognition is so 
lacking, and it’s disturbing to people— 
especially spouses—both men and women. 

Q—Perhaps you’re aware that there 
was recognition before the policy directive 
on spouses in 1972? We were mentioned in 
our spouse’s efficiency reports. It was an 
imperfect system, but it held that Foreign 
Service community together. 

A—I wouldn’t recommend that we 
return to that. ‘‘Two for the price of one”’ 
isn’t fair, either—and the vehicle of the 
employee's efficiency report is inappropri- 
ate. 

Q—I guess my complaint about the 
directive is that we’ve taken a role away 
from the spouse and have put nothing in its 
place. Couldn’t we give new stature to their 
role as a spouse and thereby strengthen the 
Foreign Service community? For instance, 
I'm told that the Japanese pay their diplo- 
mats 40% if their spouses accompany them 
to post. Do you agree with that? 

A—It may be a possibility. Right now, 
I think that the unique resources that 
spouses bring to post need to be more 
appropriately matched to the employment 
needs of our overseas missions. For exam- 
ple, our foreign affairs agencies bring costly 
contracting personnel from the United 
States, even when there are qualified 
spouses at post. The use of spouses as con- 
tractors wouldn’t just be cost-efficient. 
Spouses may perform more effectively in 
these positions because of their familiarity 
with the culture and affairs of the host coun- 
try. I think that section 311 of the Foreign 
Service Act of 1980 (on employment of 
family members) needs to be seriously 
reviewed to produce a proactive policy 
statement. This could be done during a 
review of operations of the Foreign Service, 
focusing on the role of spouses within the 
larger issue of the role and responsibility of 
the Foreign Service. 


Q—Responsibilities to itself, to its 
employees and dependents, to the host 
country where we are, or to all of the 
above? 

A—To all of the above, and especially 
to the Foreign Service’s role as representa- 
tive of the American people. The congres- 
sional findings of the Foreign Service Act 
of 1980 stated that the Foreign Service is to 
be representative of the American people, to 
be aware of the principles and history of the 
United States, to be informed of current 
concerns and trends in American life, and to 
have knowledge of the affairs, culture and 
languages of other cultures. I think we 
should also exemplify an American way of 
life by fulfilling our specific duties to our 
families, our communities, our country as 
citizens, and to the U.S. Government as 
employees. In many ways, at our overseas 
posts, the Foreign Service spouses, through 
their various roles, probably demonstrate 
the American way as much as the 
employees. Recognition of that and utilizing 
their skills to meet the Government's objec- 
tives makes everyone a winner. 

Q—Which of the many roles you filled 
abroad did you really enjoy the most? Prin- 
cipal of the school, consular assistant, CLO 
coordinator, accountant? 

A—Being the CLO coordinator. | 
think my overseas experiences have been 
building on each other. Initially, being an 
accountant and training consultant enabled 
me to learn the operations of the foreign 
affairs agencies overseas. This provided the 
foundation for my subsequent positions. 

Q—So that was valuable for every- 
thing that you have gone on to since? 

A—Yes. What I’ve learned from that 
experience is the value of knowing how the 
foreign affairs agencies operate and interact 
with each other. This knowledge was very 
helpful to me as a spouse, in matching my 
skills to the work needs of the various for- 
eign affairs agencies. | feel that this knowl- 
edge would be beneficial to other spouses. 

Q—So training really could be very 
important? 

A—Yes. I think the method of system- 
atically assessing the situation at post might 
easily be incorporated into existing Over- 
seas Briefing Center workshops, or it might 
be more reasonable to design a new work- 
shop to address this important topic. 

Q—Were there any surprises in the 
results of your pilot questionnaire? 

A—Yes, the number of foreign-born 
spouses. 

Q—Well, I look forward to reading 
your final report, and I wish you great suc-

a SOUTH AMERICA 
I’ve lost my immunization record. Do you 
have a record of it? 


A. 


When you receive an immunization, it’s 
recorded on your yellow international vac- 
cination certificate. It’s not entered in your 
medical file, so you’re the only one with a 
record. In the future, I suggest that you 
photocopy the certificate (all pages), and 
file it with your personal records. Should 
you lose the original, this copy can be used 
to provide you with a duplicate certificate. 
In the absence of such a record, your certifi- 
cate will have to be reconstructed with the 
help of the regional medical officer and post 
health unit personnel. 


Uy EASTERN EUROPE 
My brother underwent major surgery 
recently, for which I requested but was not 
authorized emergency visitation travel. I 
thought that brothers and sisters were con- 
sidered immediate family? 


A. 


The definition of immediate family, out- 
lined in 3 FAM 699.5, is ‘*.. .the mother or 
father of the member including stepparents 
or adoptive parents; brothers and sisters of 
the member (in case of death); the spouse of 
the member; or children of the member 
including stepchildren, adopted children, 
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and those who are or were under legal 
guardianship regardless of age; and the like 
relatives of the spouse.”’’ Travel for siblings 
is authorized only in the event of death. If a 
death occurs, emergency visitation travel is 
approved by the post. 


a WASHINGTON 
I am having a mammogram done in the 
D.C. area, and have been instructed to 
bring my past mammograms with me for 
comparison. How do I go about obtaining 
these from your office? 


A. 


Mammograms that were performed in our 
examining clinic are retained in Room 
2906. The receptionist can direct you to our 
X-ray unit, and personnel there will retrieve 
your X-rays. The X-rays must be signed 
for, and should be returned to us promptly 
after the comparison. (An envelope will be 
provided to you for this purpose.) 


® INDIAN SUBCONTINENT 
My child has had roundworms two times. 
What can I do to prevent this? 


A. 


Roundworm (Ascaris Lumbricoides) 
infestation is a very common problem in 
Third World countries, in both adults and 
children. Very often, the first sign of a 
problem is the presence of a worm in the 
stool. In other cases, individuals with 
infestation complain initially of stomach 
cramps or diarrhea. Young children are 
often irritable, have a poor appetite and are 
underweight. Ascaris is spread to humans 
through soil that’s contaminated with fecal 
matter. In areas of the world where ‘‘night 
soil’’ is used as a fertilizer, the malady is 
easily spread through insufficiently washed 
and disinfected raw fruits and vegetables 
that are contaminated with fecal material. 
To prevent the infestation, purchase only 
fruits and vegetables free from skin breaks. 
They should then be washed and disinfected 
with a chlorine solution. (See the post’s 
health and information guide for instruc- 


tions.) I strongly recommend that certain 
fruits and vegetables not be eaten raw, 
because they’re difficult to clean properly 
and disinfect. These include cauliflower, 
strawberries and mushrooms. If you have a 
question about the safety of foods and the 
correct method to wash and disinfect them, 
ask your health unit personnel or the 
regional medical officer.

I currently have a Class 2 (limited) medical 
clearance, and am thinking about my next 
overseas assignment. Can you provide me 
with a list of Class 2 posts? 


A. 


Such a list doesn’t exist. Each person with a 
limited medical clearance is handled on an 
individual basis, measuring the medical 
problems against each proposed post’s abil- 
ity to care for the problems. Since medical 
problems vary widely, as does the degree of 
medical management required, postings 
suitable for an individual with a limited 


_clearance are determined on an ad hoc 


basis, rather than being pulled from a pre- 
determined list. Limited medical clearances 
are issued because of medical problems 
(identified on the in-service medical exam- 
ination) that require follow-up, or which 
could be seriously aggravated by environ- 
mental conditions such as high altitude, air 
pollution, etc. FYI: My office maintains an 
up-to-date computer file on the medical 
capabilities of all Foreign Service posts 
(medical specialists, hospital and laboratory 
facilities), and has knowledge of those with 
significant environmental hazards. For those 
with limited clearances, my office must 
approve the post of assignment. On request,

we'll review a list of possible posts of 
assignment and determine their medical 
capability. This will assure you that the par- 
ticular medical problem(s) which have been 
identified can be treated adequately at the 
proposed post(s) and not be aggravated by 
environmental hazards known to be present. 
This is a complex process, especially when 
there’s more than one medical problem 
involved. 


os INDIAN SUBCONTINENT 
I’m pregnant and recently heard that the 
policy regarding medical evacuations for 
obstetrical care has changed. Please 
explain.

The Department has changed the policy for 
pregnant women overseas. All pregnant 
patients, regardless of post of assignment, 
will be offered the opportunity of direct 
evacuation to the nearest point of entry into 
the continental United States in the last tri- 
mester of pregnancy (by 34 weeks of preg- 
nancy). Travel expenses beyond the point of 
entry will be the responsibility of the trav- 
eler. This change was made to assure the 
patient access to state-of-the-art obstetrical 
care, and emotional support during the 
delivery period. A per diem allowance for 
delivery, as before, will be provided for 90 
days. If you decide not to deliver in the 
United States, choosing to deliver overseas, 
travel will be cost-constructive to the near- 
est adequate overseas facility. 0 


Alcohol Awareness Program 
Ambassador was alcoholic, 


son says; and son is, too 

The following article, like others that 
appear periodically in this space, is an 
exception to the editor’s rule of not accept- 
ing anonymous contributions. 

I’m an alcoholic, and the son of an 
alcoholic who was a Foreign Service 
officer. 

Approaching two years of sobriety, 
I’m only now barely able to write about my 
alcoholism with realism and perspective. 
Each day brings new insights and under- 
standings—understandings which reveal 
how (like father, like son) I denied my 
problem. How, suspecting the problem, | 
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covered up, desperately controlling 
appearances, and lived a life of quiet self- 
deceit, hoping to survive, even thrive, with- 
out discovery. History repeats. Alcoholism 
can be genetically transferred. However 
strong and self-aware we believe ourselves 
to be, we become the alcoholic parent. 

I understand,my father better now. It’s 
too late to tell Him so, and he might not 
have listened. He died four years ago with- 
out finding a path to sobriety. He had an 
admirable career, distinguished by any 
standard. He had two ambassadorial assign- 
ments, following numerous stints as deputy 
chief of mission. He retired early when a 
political appointee received the post he cov- 
eted. He had much still to give to his 
career, but alcohol had taken hold and was 
dominating his life. He decided to accept 
his career minister’s pension and seek 
employment in the private sector. This was 
more than a quarter of a century ago. No 
alcohol awareness program existed then in 
the Department of State. There was no help 
available, and the burden of controlling 
appearances had become too heavy to bear. 
He never again found employment. He 
never found peace of mind, security or joy. 
He never found a way to a new life through 
Alcoholics Anonymous (AA). Instead, he 
lived in disappointment and anger, with 
alcohol at the core of his daily existence. 

I was 16 when I was first aware of his 
alcohol consumption. One summer evening, 
in a West European country where he was 
deputy chief of mission, he brought work 
home from the office. I left him at work at a 
cardtable after dinner, with a full open bot- 
tle of Scotch. When I returned before mid- 
night, the bottle was almost empty. He was 
still alert and hard at work. I went to bed 
with admiration for his capacity. That was 
the summer he taught me to drink **prop- 
erly.”’ | became an eager student of the 
family evening ritual. My martini gradually 
went from straight vermouth to straight gin 
by summer's end. I went back to school in 
the States that fall, a “‘man of the world” 
filled with admiration for my father’s capac- 
ity, and well prepared to carry the family 
honor forward through my senior year in 
high school, college and life itself. I too 
would be the responsible drinker, capable of 
unlimited consumption, never losing control 
while my classmates and friends disap- 
peared under the table. 

That was the way it began. And that 
was the way it continued through most of 
our lives as father and son. | never did, and 
to the best of my knowledge my father 
never did, anything blatantly outrageous. 


He climbed through the ranks of his profes- 
sion with a high degree of competence and 
dignity, and an outward display of calm and 
good judgment. He was as careful and pru- 
dent in the performance of his duties as he 
was in the way he hid the amount of alcohol 
he consumed. After all, alcohol caused 
trouble only if it resulted in sloppy, raucous 
or vulgar behavior. He was always cool and 
collected, and so was I. He was probably 
inwardly tormented, and so was I. If we 
could behave this way outwardly, how 
could we be alcoholics? | didn’t know, and 
I am sure he didn’t either, that alcoholics 
come in many disguises but have at least 
two things in common: the inability to stop 
drinking and the torment this causes. 
Whether the outward manifestations are 
extreme control or extreme sloppiness, the 
daily broken promises not to drink today are 
the same for all alcoholics. 

From the, perspective and **wisdom”™’ 
of my almost-two-years of sobriety, | have 
come to believe that alcoholics share many 
of the same symptoms. Some of these are 
aggravated by the life style of a profession 
such as the Foreign Service which, by its 
special nature, demands unusual sacrifice 
and frequent short-term hardships. Alco- 
holics feel isolated. Foreign Service person- 
nel abread, alcoholic or not, are often 
subject to extreme feelings of separation 
and aloneness. 

Alcoholics often think that a **geo- 
graphic cure’’ will cure their compulsion 
and are certain that, if they shift jobs, move 
to another city and start fresh, they'll lose 
their compulsion to drink. A Foreign Serv- 
ice career automatically provides the frame- 
work for geographic change. But new 
beginnings somehow never result in a solu- 
tion; rather, they result in disappointment: 
when the settings change, the compulsion 
somehow remains ever-present. The craving 
for alcohol may be lessened for a while in a 
new environment, but eventually it returns 
with a vengeance. 

Alcoholics often tell themselves they 
deserve to drink because it'll help offset dis- 
appointments over which they have no con- 
trol. How often does the bureaucracy deal a 
shattering blow? How often is the dream of 
a special assignment, secretly coveted and 
well-deserved after a hardship post. disap- 
pear “‘unjustly’* due to the vagaries of poli- 
tics or Department assignment procedures? 
In any job this is possible: in the Foreign 
Service it comes with the territory. 

Alcoholics feel unappreciated. often 
unloved. and sometimes alienated from 
families who maintain their distance 
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because of the alcoholic’s behavior. Again, 
a life abroad asks much of a family and 
places many strains on relationships. Main- 
taining closeness to relatives at home, with 
sporadic home-leave visits, is difficult at 
best. When children are involved and the 
advantages of a consistent American educa- 
tion are weighed against local education 
abroad, long periods of separation are often 
chosen. When alcohol is used to ease the 
pain of separation and the loss of intimate 
family relationships, those relationships can 
become even more remote. 

And how often do alcoholics justify 
their drinking as a required ritual of the pro- 
fessional life style they have adopted? If the 
job, as does the Foreign Service, demands 
entertainment and cultivation of those in the 
host country, isn’t a little over indulgence 
natural, normal and easily excused? After 
all, convivial attendance at parties is man- 
datory in the life of diplomacy. Alcohol can 
seem to ease the way through cocktail party 
boredom ... quite inexpensively! Cheap 
booze abroad is one of the perks to be 
appreciated! 

The uncertainties, the ups and downs, 
the shifts from hot spots to dull spots, all 
the hazards of Foreign Service life can seem 
to be reasons for alcohol consumption. 
When alcohol is turned to as the habitual 
solution for stress and becomes central to 
our lives, it’s vital to know that there’s a 
way out. How I wish my father had been 
able to explore alternatives to alcohol

dependence without fear of ruining his 
career. How I wish that the disease of alco- 
holism had been recognized as susceptible 
to treatment—that this could be achieved on 
a confidential basis without shame and the 
humiliation of exposure. 

He never knew that his son shared his 
daily compulsion to drink—that his son was 
also plagued by the desire to drink when he 
fervently wished not to do so. He died more 
than two years before I sought the help he 
never got. My respect for what he gave to 
his country is increased by my knowledge 
of the devastating burden he was unable to 
unload. I can only hope that, somehow, he 
knows that, with my brief and happy period 
of sobriety, I’m beginning to understand 
what he endured in silent isolation for so 
many years.

Microfiche on economics, 
1945-54, is released 


The Department has released the microfiche 
publication, ‘‘Current Economic Developments, 
1945-54,’” as a supplement to the series, **For- 
eign Relations of the United States,’’ the official 
documentary record of U.S. foreign policy. 

This publication is a continuation of the De- 
partment’s recently-inaugurated microfiche pro- 
gram, designed to make more widely available to 
scholars, libraries and other users a portion of the 
official record that either has not yet been acces- 
sioned by the National Archives and Records Ad- 
ministration or is accessible only at that reposi- 
tory. These microfiche publications include 
important and unique collections of documents, 
only a small part of which can be printed in *‘For- 
eign Relations’’ volumes. The series editors are 
obliged to select only the most vital documents 
from a foreign policy record that has markedly in- 
creased in volume in the last three decades, the 
Department said in a news release. 

This publication includes the 457 issues of 
‘Current Economic Developments,’’ published 
by the Department from 1945 through 1954. The 
weekly periodical was launched by Assistant Sec- 
retary of State for Economic Affairs William L. 
Clayton in June 1945 to keep U.S. missions 
abroad informed of the principal foreign economic 
policy issues receiving Department attention, and 
to provide an authoritative record of the Depart- 
ment’s economic activities. Individual articles 
were primarily based on Department cable traffic, 
supplemented by diplomatic notes, communiqués 
and reports. 

This collection includes documentation on 
such issues as the British loan negotiations, the 
Greek-Turkish crisis and the Marshall Plan. It also 
provides continual coverage of many other 
economic issues involving international and East- 
West trade, commodities, foreign aid and 
economic development, and World Bank and In- 
ternational Monetary Fund lending policies. Arti- 
cles describe the results of major economic con- 
ferences, particularly involving the General 
Agreement on Tariffs and Trade, as well as the 
provisions of commercial and tax treaties. They 
also track congressional deliberations on foreign 
economic policy issues. 

**Current Economic Developments”’ has 
been reviewed by declassification authorities in 
the Department and other agencies, and the only 
omissions are those required for reasons of con- 
tinued national security sensitivity, the Depart- 
ment said. The publication, comprising about 
7,000 pages on 83 microfiche cards, accompanied 
by a 172-page printed guide containing an intro- 
ductory essay, a list of abbreviations and a com- 
prehensive index to the microfiched issues, was 
prepared by the Office of the Historian, Bureau of 
Public Affairs. Copies (Department of State Pub- 
lication No. 9484; GPO Stock No. 044—000- 
02148-0) may be purchased for $27 from the Su- 
perintendent of Documents, U.S. Government 
Printing Office, Washington, D.C. 20402.

New ‘Foreign Relations’ 
volume: South Asia 


The Department has released **Foreign Rela- 
tions of the United States, 1955-1957, Volume 
VIII, South Asia.** This volume contains docu- 
ments on U.S. policy on issues such as the status 
of Kashmir and Pushtunistan and relations with 
Afghanistan, Ceylon (Sri Lanka), India and 
Pakistan. The Office of the Historian said the doc- 
uments demonstrate how the Eisenhower admin- 
istration remained convinced that South Asia was 
threatened by the expansion of Soviet influence, 
but also increasingly recognized that U.S. policy 
had to respond to the complexities of relationships 
among the emerging nations in the area if commu- 
nist disruptions or takeovers were to be avoided. 

In a press release the office added: **The 
United States attempted to have Afghanistan and 
Pakistan reconcile their differences over Push- 
tunistan, but took a cautious attitude toward Af- 
ghanistan, which was beginning to forge closer 
ties with the Soviet Union. Even more difficult 
was the task of strengthening relations simul- 
taneously with both Pakistan and India. The 
United States and Pakistan, already members of 
the Southeast Asia Treaty Organization, steadily 
consolidated their military relationship during this 
time and expanded their ties in the emerging 
Baghdad Pact (later Central Treaty Organization). 
The growing U.S.-Pakistan relationship, 
however, appeared threatening to India and its 
prime minister, Jawaharlal Nehru. The U.S. posi- 
tion on the dispute between India and Pakistan 
over control of Kashmir exacerbated relations with 
India since it was seen to favor the Pakistan view. 
Nevertheless, an overall positive trend in U.S.-In- 
dia relations resulted from Nehru’s improved per- 
sonal communication with President Eisenhower, 
Secretary of State Dulles and Ambassador 
Ellsworth Bunker. Perhaps most important was 
the fundamental U.S. desire to see India succeed 
as a major democratic power. At the end of 1957, 
the U.S. Government was considering ways to in- 
crease aid to India.”’ 

Volume VIII, comprising 490 pages of pre- 
viously classified foreign affairs records, was pre- 
pared in the Office of the Historian, Bureau of 
Public Affairs. This official record is based upon 
the files of the White House, the Department of 
State and other Government agencies. Copies of 
Volume VIII (Department of State Publication 
No. 9538) (GPO Stock No. 044-000-02173-1) 
may be purchased for $17 (domestic postpaid) 
from the U.S. Government Printing Office, Wash- 
ington, D.C. 20402.

Playing ‘Matchmaker’ in South Africa 


U.S. trade fairs are multiracial

*VE NOW LIVED two and a half years 
in Johannesburg, in most physical 
respects as modern a city as you’ll find any- 
where. The weather is ideal; it rivals that of 
Casablanca, my previous posting. And 
South African political realities and the 
demands of U.S. policy make Johannesburg 
an especially challenging assignment, with 
opportunities to build bridges representing 
the most satisfying element of my work. 
Both the nature of my job and the sit- 
uation here make it imperative and desirable 
to bring commerce into the act. Still, this is 
easier said than done. The well-meaning 
assumption that American and multinational 
manufacturers, and sellers of sophisticated 
products and services, would have a gen- 
uine commercial interest in buying from 
small-scale, nonwhite entrepreneurs who 
have little experience in the mainstream 
economy has yet to be demonstrated. On 
the other hand, there were compelling rea- 
sons of policy and social equity to bring 
selected black and white business people 
together—to find out whether, starting out 
with products to buy and sell, they might 
not end up discovering more about one 
another than they sought at the outset. 


Chambers of commerce help 

Shortly after I arrived here, embassy 
representatives and deputy assistant secre- 
tary of state William Robertson met with 
the Soweto Chamber of Commerce, and we 
decided to apply the then-new *‘‘Match- 
maker’’ concept to the organization of a 
trade fair. The fair would put white owners 
of U.S. firms face to face with nonwhite 
entrepreneurs who had potential to become 
contractors and suppliers to the larger out- 
fits. Matchmaking implies a reciprocity of 
interests among the participants. In this 
case, the idea was for the established com- 
panies to display their products so as to 
draw out the smaller, local businesses. The 
latter were already making or could develop 
a suitable or needed component for the oth- 
ers’ product line. 

For this first cooperative commercial 
event ever held between U.S. and black 
South African organizations, we obtained 
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the sponsorship of the Soweto, Johan- 
nesburg and American chambers of com- 
merce, and the backing of the Sullivan 
signatories group, the Urban Foundation, 
the International Executive Service Corps, 
the Small Business Development Corp. and 
more. The April 1986 show attracted 83 
exhibitors from the Johannesburg/Pretoria 
and surrounding area: accountants, business 
consultants, electrical contractors, interior 
decorators, upholsterers, plastic-mold 
makers and manufacturers, printers and 
publishers and industrial-soap and chemi- 
cals suppliers. 

Among the firsts marking this event 
was this step toward recognizing barriers 
and the lack of regular contact between the 
business communities. This is the effect of 
apartheid laws, which often have forced 
black entrepreneurs to locate miles away 
from better markets. For example, most 
black business people are unfamiliar with 
international commercial language, such as 
pro-forma invoices, letters of credit and 
bills of lading. And many of them, while 
prepared to meet realistic credit require- 
ments, don’t satisfy international banking 
standards. The interaction fostered by the 
‘**Matchmaker”’ fair puts such discrepancies 
in perspective, providing each side a beiter 
view of the other’s constraints and obliga- 
tions and evoking a greater willingness to 
accommodate them. 

Our second *‘Matchmaker’’ in Johan- 
nesburg, last May, encountered the unex- 
pected obstacle of a last-minute national 
stay-away call by black political, com- 
munity and labor organizations. In spite of 
this, participation in the exhibit grew to 
over 100 black, Asian and coloured small- 
business people. Local community organi- 
zations like Pennyville Park and the 
Katlehong Township Industrial Association 
were represented by entrepreneurs with 
skills ranging from carpentry and furniture- 
making to ironworking and printing. 


Perkins is host 

Ambassador Edward J. Perkins hosted 
some 250 persons at a preview reception, 
and Mr. Robertson again opened the fair 
before an eager group of exhibitors. Last 
year’s was triple the size of the 1986 fair 
(*‘Matchmakers’’ have also been held suc- 
cessfully in Cape Town and Durban). Four 
**Matchmakers’’ are planned for this year, 


as the fairs have evolved into self-sustaining 
programs organized by black and white 
chambers of commerce under the guidance 
of the U.S. and Foreign Commercial Serv- 
ice in Johannesburg. 

The success of this initiative demon- 
strates that those who have the most at stake 
here, the nonwhite South African busi- 
nesses, don’t see it as another form of 
tokenism. Indeed, the enthusiastic response 
and support the fairs have received bear wit- 
ness to the black community’s commitment 
to expand its peoples’ participation in a 
free-enterprise system. And certainly my 
work is never more rewarding than when it 
adds an element of ‘‘progressive’’ achieve- 
ment to the satisfaction of concluding a 
commercial transaction. It makes it easier, 
after all, to accept and enjoy the generosity 
of South Africa’s weather, a natural bounty 
in which all can share equally. @ 


Money quiz 


Q—How does market-based interest 
on U.S. savings bonds work? 

A—Each May and November the Treas- 
ury Department determines what market 
rates on five-year Treasury securities have 
averaged during the preceding six months. 
The savings-bond rate is then set at 85% of 
that average for the following six months. 
When bonds are held five years or longer, 
owners receive the average of the semian- 
nual savings-bond rates, rounded to the 
nearest one-quarter percent and com- 
pounded semiannually—or the minimum rate 
in effect at the time of purchase, if higher— 
from date of issue. 

Q—What about U.S. savings bonds 
held less than five years? 

A—They earn interest at a fixed, gradu- 
ated rate based on the time a bond has 
been held. Bonds may be redeemed at any 
time after being held six months. 

Q—Where can my U.S. savings 
bonds be redeemed? 

A—At most commercial banks and man 
savings banks. 

Q—How can | find out the latest inter- 
est rate on U.S. savings bonds? 

A—Just call toll-free 1-800-US BONDS 
(in metropolitan Washington, USA-8888). 

Q—How long do U.S. savings bonds 
earn interest? 

A—To the maturity date fixed at the 
time of purchase, currently 12 years. Bonds 
may be worth more than their face value at 
maturity, but never less.

The news of Ambassador Leland Bar- 
rows’ death (STATE, April) has reminded 
old subordinates of the marvelously high 
standards of public service that were set by 
him.
